REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applied 
prior art combination of WO 00/31215 and EP 0 210 599 have been successfully 
rebutted by the showing of superior results. Specifically, Tables A, B, and C on page 7 
of the Remarks show superior results when a combination of at least one rare earth (La) 
and at least one of Mn or Zr is used along with HZSM-5 over HZSM-5/La, HZSM/Mn, 
and HZSM/Zr. The Declaration filed under 37 CFR 1 .132 provides superior results for 
Ce and mixtures of rare earth elements. 

U.S. Patent 4,956,075 to Angevine et al. was found to disclose a process for 
cracking a hydrocarbon feed to a product comprising gasoline in the presence of a 
cracking catalyst comprising a large pore crystalline molecular sieve, manganese, rare 
earths, and medium pore zeolites such as ZSM-5 and ZSM-1 1 (i.e., pentasil zeolites).

See col. 1, lines 5-19; col. 3, lines 18-20 and lines 58-67; col. 4, lines 17-35; and col. 5, 
line 58 to col. 6, line 18. However, the present amended claim 1 calls for a catalyst 
consisting of pentasil zeolite comprising one or more rare earth elements and at least 
one of manganese and zirconium (emphasis added) and, thus, overcomes Angevine et 
al. reference.
